
The Worth Korean navy consists of approximately 300 officers, 2000 enlisted 
men, and 150 political officers. The Commander in Chief is Vice Admiral HAH 
11-mu; the Chief of Ctaff is hear Admiral KIA Wim. The Senior Political 
Officer is a commodore (name unknown). The main base is Wonsan, commanded by 
Commodore IIOAG Tong-chul; the Chief of Staff is Lieutenant Commander All* Se- 
wun; the Political Officer is Captain YI Tu-chin; the Supply Officer Is a 
captaLn(name unknown)*, 

Laval operations are divided into five divisions; four under Wonsan, a fifth 
under Chinnai»po„ The 1 Division, commanded by Senior lieutenant KO Chin-i;yun 
consists of four ships numbered Lupojong 11 through 14* Supojong 11 isBQ (sic) 
Class, with 7 officers and 45 men; Supojong 12-14 are RAGBS (sic)*, with 3 
officers and 12 men. The 2 Division, commanded by oenior Lieutenant uHi Lu-no 
consists of five ships numbered Ulejong 21-25. The commanding officers are 
as follows: Ulejong 21, Lieutenant KIM Tu-hyen; Ulejong 22, Lieutenant YI Lang- 
kwun; Ulejong 23, lieutenant Chae Chang-su; Ulejong 24, Lieutenant YALG Kan-i; 
Ulejong 25, lieutenant CHIU Yu-hang. All vessels are Soviet-built. The 3 
Division is commanded by HOwG I-kwun and consists of three ships numbered 
Cohyejong 31-33* oohyejong 31 is a sloop with 7 officers and 50 men; Cohyejong 
32 and 33 are YL3, with 5 officers and 30 men. The 4 Division is commanded 
by Senior Lieutenant CiiUiJG Wun-no and consists of vessels numbered 41-43- 
Lumber 41 is an ex-Japanese warship; 42 and 43 are Korean. All carry approxi- 
mately 5 officers and 30 men. The 5 Division consists of vessels numbered 51 
and 52, carrying approximately 5 officers and 30 men each* 

Laval headquarters are at Pyongyang. 'Wonsan headquarters are at the former 
fishery examination laboratory, a two— story building 2 kra. northwest of the 
Wonsan railroad station. Strength: 30 officers, 50 men.
